We will have washing and ironing done and a negro to como 
in once a week for all day's cleaning, etc. It ought to work out so as 
to save them some morey, give Norma a companion and some One to keep 
house going, so I can attend to insurance selling.

We have mary f rlends that are willing to come and 
sit with Nonna all day, or half days, so Edith will be able to get out 
nav and then for some fresh air and recreation.

tlte homo and is so appreciated. Edith is carrying on nicely and 
it is such a good feeling to know she is there to look after things. 
I am'sleeping as much as possible and f90l surprisingly good, oven 
with all the strain. I received a nice telegram from Alma and 
Kirby and am grateful fbr the thoughtfulness and good wishes. I 
Bat up my 13 th night last night and am happy to tell you that we 
are seeing continued improvement. We had a bad night of it because 
the plaster cast was hurting her leg. But the doctor split it 
on both sides tills morning, removed it, washed the limb with alcohol 
and the relief she expelienced was wonderful. He replaced the split 
pieces of cast but only taped it together lightly, so she should be 
freed from the agony of the past few days. She complains of double¬ 
vision, says everything looks slantwise and blurred, with or without 
her glasses. The Dr. says he will get an eye specialist to look 
after the eyes and that the reaction and trouble will clear up in 
due time. Ho is well pleased with her progress. Bid I tell you 
that he removed the 9 stitches used to sew up the head gash? It 
is healing nicely, will leave bad scar, but wo can stand that if 
the head and eyes get to functioning normally again. I hope Norma 
can go home in a few days now, certainly by the end of next week, 
and she should rally continually as she likes it much better at 
home. She is out of her head some each day, not for long intervals, 
and asked me again this morning where we were. Said it seemed like 
wg were at Bryan, Texas. The pain and restlessness worries her so 
much at night that in desperation she has been calling for hypo each 
night to gat some sleep. Last night, I stepped out into the hall 
and asked nurse if she could not give hypo with only warm water (not 
the narcotics), as I thought the gesture would be sufficient to 
gat some rest.

Parry got in all right last night. I have not seen him hut Edith 
told me over phone. I am glad he could visit with you and hop© you 
aro both getting along all right. 

Norm is still in a critical condition, hut seems to be improving. 

I believe I told you they took 9 stitches out of the head injury afld 
the wound is healing nicely. The brain concussion is giving us the 
most concern but we hope in time it will all clear up. The double¬ 
vision troubled me so I had doctor call in a general practioner, and 
two eye specialists, to be on the safe side. They performed a little 
operation night before 1st, drained off some of the fluid out of the 
spinal column, between vertebra in back. This relieved some of the 
pressure in the head. Tns plaster cast was split add limb gets airing 
daily, alcohol rub, and fresh dressing. I have been up all A^ght for 
15 nights and manage to keep going pretty well. I sleep in chair now 
and then throughout the night, and will sleep a few hours here and 
there in daytime as opportunity arises. I believe we will get to take 
Norma home by tho middle or end of next week and that should help her 
mental condition as she does not like to be in hospital. Norma is 
rational now but clings to me pretty close and my presence reassures 
and gives her confidence to fight back to normal conditions. I slip 
down to office aifew hours at a time and am trying to gat my wits 
collected and affairs in order again. We made two sales yesterday 
that will net us $103.00 each - Page and Holland, my partner. Soma 
more ggod business coming up too, so it might be a lot worse. I am 
hopeful that the Lord will do for us according to all our needs. 

I will keep you posted, when you do not hear you may feel that we 
are coming along gradually as well as could be expected. Received 
a nice letter from Alma, besides the telegram. Wish you would let 
thorn know how things are, ttiank them for the messages of love and 
good wishes. It will be a long, weary trail I imagine but we will 
not have to live.it all at once, so stop at a time His grace will 
be sufficient.

Just think, Easter Sunday will soon be here again. How times 
change a-pd how much can happen within a year. Norma is slowly 
Improving and is in a much more cheerful frame of mind since 
she is able to sit up in a wheeL-chair I rented for a month. 
Sometimes she remains up }0 minutes, again an hour and twice a 
day makes her less tired of the bed and able to sleep better. 

The head injury is almost entirely healed, leaving big scar 
that is not so violent looking as we first anticipated. The 
leg in the plaster cast is dealing her the most misery and it 
is itching and twitching, running her fcs distraction almost. 

V?e loosen the halves and take top part, bathe with alcohol and 
replace. She is doing splendidly, the Doctors say, and some of 
these days should be as good as new. Th 9 chiropractor is getting 
rid of the double vision and her head does not ache so much now. 
She is having company each day, from one to three couples come 
in, and that relieves tho monotony. They do not stay long at a 
time and it relieves Edith some too. You ought to know that Edith 
is a regular life-saver for me on this nursing and responslbllty 
of caring for Norma and the household properly. I do not know 
how I would get along without her. She is a good cook and quite 
cheerful and willing with it all. Noma wears her almost out some 
days but She never complains and keep her courage. Perry works 
regularly new and is happy of course. Ella Pearson and husband 
stayed three days in Yttnk aid he could not breathe there, so they 
had to come back. Still looking for Eord agency location some 
where in this Gulf Coast country. Business has been quiet tho 
past week because I have not been able to work as long hours as 
formerly, and not getting into the hemes after working hours cuts 
down my production, but wo are still producing steadily and have 
finest prospects ever. I am holding 19 remarkably well under the 
severe strain and unusual burdens, getting more rest at nights 
and in time will be back to normal ways, I believe.
